This de\i(e consists of a wooden 
case (Fig. 1). painted black Inside and \ 
out, in whjfh Is mounted an inexpen- 
sive egg eaiidli' ligliled l>y a tiny eleo 
iric bulb operated by dry liatteiii-s. | 
The eggs are passed into the bottom ^ 
' part of the I)OX through an opening ' 
pfot(>eted by l)laek elotli curtains thai. '

To Bufid Case.

Care must be taken to see that the 
sreiii of the lani[) goes straight into 
the hijie. Only the metal contact 
point in the center (;f the stem should 
touch the zinc.
